Two Cases of Alleged Con- 
tempt of Court, Will Come 
Up for Trial Today Before 
Judge Bell. 


- Another meeting, it was stated last 
night, will be held this afternoon by a 
committee from the business men’s or- 
ganization with representatives from 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades with 
the view of ending the differences ex- 
fisting between the striking car men 
and the Georgia Railway and Power 


company. 

A meeting was held Friday afternoon, 
but no action was taken. The business 
men’s organization is composed of the

The delegation from the Federation 


of Trades is composeg of Jerome 
Jones, R. E. Gann and L. P. Marquardt, 
Indictments Returned. 

In addition to this development, thir- 
teen indictments were returned by the 
grand jury Friday morning followings 
an emphatic charge of Judge Ben Hiil. 
Those indicted were men put un- 
der bond at East Point Thursday night 
for alleged participation in the East 
Point rioting of the previous night. 

Among those indicted were W. 
N. Trimble, Will Keeler, J. T. Mitchell, 
Zip Jones, Pete Middlebrooks, Sam Ga- 
ble, L. L. Phillips, Ernest Owens, Clyde 
Bryant, Cooks Pervine. The charge 
against Rev. O. L. Jones, a minister, 
was dropped for lack of evidence. 

Rioting began early Friday morning, 
when an attempt was made by the trol- 
ley company to resume operation of the 
English avenue line. A crowd gath- 
ered at Bellwood and Ashby 
the scene of previous trouble, throwing 
bottles in the windows and intimidating 
the crew of the first car which put 
in {ts appearance, The river line, dis- 
eontinued since Saturday, was resumed 
Friday without difficulty. 

The first contempt case growing out 
of the injunction obtained by the trol- 
ley company against the strikers will 
bé heard this morning when Sylvester 
Cannon, a striking electrical worker, 
is arraigned before Judge George L. 
Bell on the charge of intimidating the 
wives of two electrical workers who 
decline to strike. He is accused of 
having visited the homes of John 
Troutman and Dave Hill, Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company employees, 
where he told théir wives that their 
husbands would be killed or seriously 
injured if they did not join the strike. 

Will Try Contempt Case, 

Another case of contempt will be 
tried before Judge Bell today when 
H. London, a striking carman,is brought 
to court to answer the charge of hav- 
ing sought to intimidate B. N. Leach, 
whe he is alleged to have threatened 
by going to the Leach home and mak- 
ing the threat before the man and his 
wife. 

Another development of Friday was 
the statement from the office of Mayor 
Woodward that he was ready at any 
time to offer his office as a medium 
for the bringing about of peace in the 
carmen’s situation. 

“T believe that it is to the best in- 
terests of Atlanta,” he ‘said, “‘that the 
difficulties be ended as soon as possi- 
ble. I had an informal discussion with 
one of the high officials of the trolley 
company a day or two ago. I asked 
him if the company would agree to 
meet a committee of the recently or- 
ganized street car employee's’ union, 
providing the latter committee agreed 
to elinfinate from their committee anv 
out-of-town men interested in the pres- 
ent situation. That official told me the 
company would not. 

“T am particularly anxious to see the 
strike ended before the Southeastern 
fair opens. Atlanta will have many out- 
of-town visitors that day, and those 
persons are entitled to the best of 
street car s@rvice. 

“My position as mavor demands that 
i} maintain a strict neutrality, and that 
is what I am endeavoring to do. But 
under no circumstances will lawless- 
ness be tolerated.”

During Heavy Fog; | 


Freighter Is Sunk 


Chesapeake Bay Boat Hits 

British Ship and Sinks It 
in Hampton Roads — No 
Loss of Life. 


Norfolk, Va., October 6.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Hawkhead, at anchor in 
Hampton Roads, off Sewall’s Point, was 
run down and sunk about 8 o'clock to- 
night by the Cheasapeake Steamship 
company’s bay line steamer City of 
Norfolk, outward bound from this port 
for Baltimore with a number of pus- 
sengers. The City of Norfolk was bad- 
ly damaged about the bow, dut there 
was no loss of life so far as is known. 
The collision occurred during a heavy 
fog. 

Captain Hand and the crew of the 
Hawkhead were taken off by small 
boats lowered by the City of Norfolk. 
the river steamer Pocahontas and other 
craft which were passing. Fifteen min- 
utes after being struck the British ship 
had settled on the bottom in 30 feet 
of water. 

Most of the nearly 100 passengers on 
the City of Norfolk were at dinner when 
the crash came. There was great ex- 
citement for a few minutes, but the of- 
ficers succeeded in allaying the fears 
of the passengers. The Pocahontas 
came alongside the City of Norfolk and 
the passengers were transferred to the 
river craft, but they remained there 
only a short time, being again trans- 
ferred to the bay liner of the Baltimore 
Steam Packet company, which took most 
of them on to Baltimore. About fifteen 
of the passengers elected to return to 
Norfolk. 

Although the City of Norfolk’s bow 
was carried away for ten feet, the col- 
lision bulk heads held and she remain- 
ed afloat. After the passengers were 
removed she turned about and steamed 
slowly ‘back to this port, being assjst- 
ed by two tugs. She will have to go 
to a ship yard for docking and repairs. 

The City of Norfolk was proceeding 
to Old Point at a slo# rate of speed be- 
cause of the fog, but in spite of this 
fact “she struck the Hawkhead with 
great force, tearing a big hole in her 
side near the stern. The British ship 
filled quickly and ‘went down ‘by the 
stern. 

The Hawkhead was anchored off the 
Sewall’s Point pier of the Virginian 
railroad, awaiting a ‘berth there. She 
arrived on October 2 from Savona. ; 

The captain of neither vessel would 
discuss the collision after they arrived 
here late tonight, further than to say 
that the Roads was enveloped in a 
heavy fblanket of fog. 


TWO MEN ARE DYING 
~AFTER STREET DUEL 


Dispute Over Case’ Causes 
Clash Between Farmers 
in Newton Street. 


Albany, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)j— 
When the smoke from their revolvers 
lifted in front of Passmore’s restaurant 
and just inside the door, S. H. Bush 
and Lorelle Ethridge were dying from 
bullet wounds, and the little town of 
Newton, county seat of Baker county, 
was wild with excitement. 

The tragedy occurred shortly after 3 
o’clock this afternoon. James Bush, 25, 
son of 8S. H. Bush, had had a dispute 
with Ethridge, ten years older, over a 
court case. Bush sought his father, and 
the two started in search of Ethridge, 
who was in the restaurant getting a 
lunch. The shooting, it is said, began 
without warning, the elder Bush and 
his son firing from outside and Eth- 
ridge from within. 

When the fusillade of shots ended, §S. 
H. Bush and Ethridge were dying, the 
former on the sidewalk and the latter 
just inside the restaurant door. 

James Bush was unharmed. He was 
immediately placed under arrest and 
locked up, pending an investigation of 
the case by the authorities. 


PARIS TRADE PLAN 
WILL NOT EXCLUDE 
INTERESTS OF U.S 


Allies Will Not Attempt to 
Impede Commerce of Neu- 


tral Nations, Declares Lord 
Robert Cecil. 


MEASURES PROPOSED 
NOW IN COMMON USE 


. 


Allies Who Are Poorest 
After the War Will Have 
First Call on Resources of 
Those Who Are Richest. 


London, October 6.—The comment in 
the United States concerning the pos- 
sible effect of the commercial measures 
contemplated by the recent Paris eco- 
nomic conference of the entente allies, 
led Lord Robert Cecil, minister of war 
trade, to declare today that wholly 
wrong conclusions Had been drawn 
from them, and especially with regard 
to those conclusions attributing any 
attempt to exclude or discriminate 
against the United States with the en- 
tente allies after the war. 

“Our relations with the new world 
Will always be of vast importance to 
us,’’ Lord Robert said to the Associated 
Press today, “and they take a leading 
place in our plans. In answer to the 
great calumny so often circulated, and 
which we indignantly repudiate, I want 
to say that while we are planning our 
measures for peace now, we pledge our 
honor that these plans and measures, 
which ‘we are bound to take against 
the neutral trade with our enemies un- 
der the laws of war, have been and will 
be kept entirely separate. 

No Attack on Neutrals. 

“They are worked out in different de- 
partments. They are wholly distinct. 
We shall never try, what we know 
would ‘be fatal to our own interests, 
to use any of our belligerent measures 
to enable us to replace neutral by British 
trade or stifle or impede the commercial 
enterprise of neutral nations.” 

Lord Robert did not mention the 
blacklist in this connection, Mut un- 
questionably he had it in mind. 

“What one of the district devastated 
during the war would wish to lose the 
opportunity to take advantage of Amer- 
ican enterprise and capital?” aeked 
Lord Robert. “Suppose for instance no 
question of friendship \were involved. 
Then it resolves itself into a question 
of plain common sense business,” he 
added. 

Articles.in American newspapers that 
had been called to his attention,said Lord 
Robert, seemed to take the ground that 
if the Paris measures were carried out 
they would discriminate against all non- 
entente trade and either would force 
the United States into preferential trade 
relations with Germany or into trouble 
with Great Britain. 

Forecasts All Wrong. 

“All these forecasts,” said the min- 
ister of war trade, “are examples of 
inveterate tendency to draw curious im- 
plications out of perfectly simple pro- 
visions. The provision as to the pres- 
ervation of neutral resources during 
the period of reconstruction amounts to 
a provision that those among the allies 
who have suffered worst from the war 
will have the first call on the resources 
of those who are richest and have suf- 
fered least. In practice, this means 
that Belgium, Northern France, Poland 
and Serbia will have the first call on 
British capital, which has been the 
main financial strength of the allies 
and provided many of them with arms, 
ammunition and food, and which shal} 
continue to be at the disposal in the 
work of reconstruction.

“And yet American's who have been 
disposed in the past to question the ef- 
forts of Great Britain in this war, 
actually now throw this pledge which 
she has given her allies in her teeth. 


| The same kind of considerations apply 


in the case of the permanent proposa} 
concerning the reciprocal exchange of 
products after the war. The measures 
here proposed are those which every 
nation in the world, except this coun- 
try, has employed for years to protect 
its commerce. We have been alone, 
having neither a protective tariff nor a 
system of subsidies. Yet now we find 
ourselves criticised by others who al- 
ways employed tariffs and other de- 
vices to stimulate théir trade, as if 
there were some strange departure 
when we propose to help our allies in- 
crease the rewards of labor in this and 
allied countries after the war. 

“We have passed through’ greater 
straits during the last two years than 
any other country before in modern 
history. We have tremendous prob- 
lems to meet. Of course, we are plan- 
ning to ‘meet them; of course, we are 
going to use government aid in helping 
to meet them; of course, we are going 
to do what every other nation always 
has Gone. Those who try to spin sus- 
picions out of a situation so simple 
surely are not facing business facts in 
a business spirit.” 

Lord Robert said he was convinced 
that some ideas had grown up in the 
United States regarding the Paris con- 
ference that had been deliberately 
fostered by the Germans, who would 
like to have exclusive trade agree- 
ment with the United States “and in 
which case they would be in a much 
happier position than at present.”

EXPECT TRADE. BALANCE 
OF OVER $2,500,000 000 


Commerce Report Shows Enor- 
mous Gains in United States’ 
Export Trade. 


Washington, October 6.—The enore- 
mous extent of recent gains in the ex- 
port trade of.the United States is dis- 
closed in statistics issued today by the 
department of commerce. Total ex- 
ports to the various countries for the 
first eight months of the calendar year 
were in many cases millions of dollara 
greater than those of the entire fiscal 
year of 1914 and very large increases 


are shown in percentages. 

Exports to Greece leaped 2,200 per 
cent; to Russia, 900 per cent; to Nor- 
way, 340 per cent; to France, 240 per 
cent; to Denmark, 140 per cent; to 
Italy, 129 per cent; to the United King- 
dom, 103 per cent; to Sweden, 84 per 
cent; to Cuba, 42 per cent, and to Ja- 
pan, 25 per cent. . 

This vast export trade shows an ap- 
parent trade balance for the _ eight 
months of $1,730,000,000 in favor of the 
United States, and department offi- 
cials predict that by the end of the 
year it will exceed $2,500,000,000. The 
total exports amounted to $3,435,969,- 
212, an increase of $1,205,082,010 over 
the same eight months a year ago. 

The largest gain was in exports to 
the United Kingdom, which took 
nearly one-third of all goods exported 
from the United,States in that period. 
They amounted to $1,207,751,939, show- 
ing an increase of $554,000,000 over the 
same eight months last year and $713,- 
000,000 more than the entire fiscal 
year of 1914. France, the second best 
customer of the United States, took 
goods valued at $544,475,000, an in- 


crease of $211,000,000 over the previous | 
more } 


éight months and $384,000,000 
than 1914. Canada was third, taking 
$373,736,569, an increase of $163,000,- 
000 over the eight months of last year, 
but only $29,000,000 more than 1914. 

Russia in Europe and.Asia took $300,- 
362,626 worth, an increase of $219,000,- 
000 over the previous eight-month pe- 
riod. Greece's imports from the United 
States amounted to $23,597,141, com- 
pared with $1,100,000 in the whole fis- 
cal year before the war. 

Exports to Germany and Austria have 
almost ceased. Decreases for the eight 
months when compared with the same 
period last year were shown in exports 
to Denmark, The Netherlands and Swe- 
den, but the totals except for The Neth- 
erlands, exceed those of the fiscal year 
1914.

Remmel, of Little Rock. In Arkansas, 
however, the democratic nomination is 
considered equivalent to election. Mr. 
Remme! is the Arkansas member of 
the republican national committee. 

Governor Hays tonight ordered the 
senatorial! election held on the same 
day as the general election, November 
T7- The new serator wil serve until 
March 4, 1921, the unexpired term of 
the late senator.

Re- 
turning from Omaha, Neb., he will ar- 
rive at Long Branch at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning and at once begin 
preparations for receiving the more 
than 2,000 independents expected to 
attend the meeting. The president in- 
tends continuing the political argu- 
ment begun at Shadow Lawn last Sat- 
urday before the young democratic 
voters. He is known to ‘believe that 
the coming election will be decided by 
independents, and therefore tomorrow 
he will make an especial appeal to 
them. ‘ 

In addition to the independents, the 
meeting tomorrow will be attended by 
a group of progressives, led by (Hugh 
Gordon Miller, of New York. 

The president will seek to show that 
because of its legislative achievements 
the last three years the democratic 
party more than the republican party 
deserves the support of progressive and 
independent voters. 

The president is returning to Shadow 
Lawn convinced that he has a good 
chance of carrying several middle 
western states hitherto thought cer- 
tainly republican.

North of Fogaras, at the junc- 
ture of the Homorod and Alt rivers 
near Reps, the Rumanians are in re- 
treat, pursued by the Teutonic troops. 

The successful repulse of the invad- 
ers on the southern end of the line was 
at the hands of General von Falken- 
hayn, a former chief of the Genman 
general staff, and who only last week 
the Rumanians around Her- 
and drove them back to 
their own frontier. North of Reps the 
Austro-Hungarians recaptured  post- 
tions and took more than 200 prisoners. 
Bucharest admits that the Rumanian 
troops in eastern Transylvania have 
been withdrawn before attacks by su- 
perior forces in the region of Fogaras.

the Alt river, the war office announced 
today. 

At other points along the Transy}l- 
vanian front the Russians have been 
forced to retire, the statement says. The 
Austrian and German troops pressed 
back the Rumanians over the Homorod 
river and drove them from their posi- 
tions southwest of Libanfalva. 

The Rumanians are retreating 
through Gaister forest and are being 
pursued, the statement says.

von Falkenhayn has captured 28 field 
guns and 13 machine guns, 

Of the Rumanian forces which crossed 
the Danube south of Bucharest to in- 
vade Bulgaria only a portion succeeded 
in making their way back over the 
river.

Only artillery activity on the French 
section of the Somme front-is reported 
in today’s war office bulletin from 
Paris. + 

British raiders have been active in 
both the Lille and the Lens region. In 
operations in the Loos and Armentieres 
districts, included within this area of 
activity, gas was discharged from the 
british trenches. 

The German crown prince has resum- 
ed active hostilities at Verdun, Paris 
announced. His guns have opened up 
a heavy fire on the Cote DuPoivre, or 
Pepper Hill, north of the fortress, 
while elsewhere in the Verdun region 
the artillery is notably busy. 


BRITISH @ORCES

London, October 6.—The _ official 
communication issued by the British 
war office this evening, says:

On the Somme front the artillery was 
active during the night. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“North of the Somme the night was 
characterized by reciprocal artillery 
activity. In the sector of Quennevieres 
one of our reconnaissance parties went 
forward as far as the enemy’s support- 
ing trenches andg bombarded it with 
grenades. 

“In the region of Verdun there was 

fairly great artillery activity on both 
sides. The enemy ‘bombarded Poivre 
hill and Laufee wood. In the forest of 
Apremont our artillery dispersed a 
working party in Mullote wood.’’

New York, October 6.(—By Associat- 
ed Press European  Cable.)—While 
General Brussiloff apparently has 
ceased, at least for the moment, hits 
attacks against the <Austro-Germanh 
lines in Volhynia, west of Lutsk, he 
continues southward his assaults with 
great intensity against the positions 
of the Teutonic allies guarding the ap- 
nroaches to Lemberg, capital of 
Galicia. Although the Russian attacks 
were held up northeast of Lemberg, 
those to the southeast of the capital, 
according to Petrograd, resulted in the 
taking of positions south of Brzezany, 
and the capxure of 500 prisoners. Ber- 
lin, however, declares that all Rus- 
sian attacks in Galicia have been re- 
pulsed and that the Austro-Germans 
have taken 1,200 prisoners from ths 
Russians.

RUSSIAN TROOPS

Petrograd, October 6.—(Via London.) 
Russian troops have made headway on 
the Galician front in their campaten 
for Lemberg, according to today’s war 
announcement, capturing Ausktro-Ger- 
man positions in the district south of 
Brzezany, southeasteof the (Galician 
capital. Counter-attacks are holding 
up the Russian offensive along the 
line to the north. The official state-

“Western Front—‘‘In the direction 
of Zlochoff (forty miles east ot Lem- 
berg) in the region of Peniaki south 
of Brody, Gukotavce and Mlynovee, 
fierce battles are proceeding. The eneny 
is obstinately resisting our offensive 
Ly making counter-attacks.

and I think it is the duty of the court to 
instruct the grand jury fully as to the law 
governing these cases and to invoke at the 
hands of the grand jury the greatest dill- 
gence in investigating these alleged acts of 
violence in order that we may have peace 
and good order restored to this community, 
if it is possible to do so, through the in- 
strument of the criminal laws of this state. 
“TI want to direct your attention to all the 


llor’s position, laws of this state governing the situation— 


» which laws you can apply the facts as

to be unshaken and | resented to you and as you find them out 


by diligent inquiry. 

“Section 12€ provides: If any persons by 
threats, violerce. intimidation or other un- 
lawful means shall prevent or attempt to 
prevent any person or persons in this state 
from engaging in, remaining in or perform- 
ing the business, labor, or duties, of any 
lawful employment or occupation, such of- 
fender or offenders shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

“Section 127 provides: ‘If any person or 
persons, singly or together, or in combina- 
tion shall conspire to prevent or attempt 
to prevent any person or persons, by threats, 
violence or intimidation, from engaging in, 
remaining in or performing the business, la- 
bor or duties of any lawful employment or 
occupation, such offender or offenders shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.’ 

“Section 128 provides: ‘If any person or 
persons, singly or by conspiring together, 
shall hinder any person or persons, by 
threats, violence or intimidation, from be- 
ing employed as laborer or employee, such 
offender shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Utmost Freedom of Contract. 

“You will observe,-. gentlemen, that the 
three sections are enacted for the purpose 
of securing to every citizen the utmost 
freedom of contract. Every man has @ 
right to make such contact within the law, 
as he sees preper to make. Every man has 
the right to employ whomsoever he will 
on such terms as the employee consents 
to and every man has the right to accept 
those terms or such terms as he sees proper. 

“Of course, you see that the law aims 
means, but to prevent by 
‘threats, violence or intimidation or other 
unlawful means.’. It does not mean that a 
man has not the right to quit a contract 
after he makes it. He may voluntarily 
quit it subject to such obligations as he 
has assumed with the other contracting 
parties. He can be persuaded by anybody 
who wants to persuade him in a lawful and 
proper way to quit his employment. And he 
can listen to such persuasion, but no man 
has a right to threaten any other man in 
this country of law and liberty from mak- 
ing a contract and from keeping that con- 
tract as he sees proper, and if he does 
so or attempts to do so he violates the 
law and if the evidence proves he does 
so he should be brought to the bar of 
justice. 

“Now, gentlemen, I am going to charge 
you another section, section 360 of our penal 
code provides: 

“If two or more persons do an unlaw- 
ful act,of violence, or any act in a violent 
and tumultuous manner they shall be guilty 
of a riot and be punished as for a mis- 
demeanor.’ 

“You see, there are two sorts of riots 
under this section. If two or more per- 
sons—one cannot commit a riot, there must 
be two or more persons—if two or more 
persons do an unlawful act of violence, such 
as assault and battery, such us intimida- 
tion, any unlawful act, that is a riot, or 
if they do any other act in a violent and 
tumultuous manner they shall be guilty 
of riot. 

“That particular section is aimed at im- 
proper assembles of the people on the 
streets of a town or city in a violent and 
tumultuous manner for the purpose of cre- 
ating disturbance and disorderly conduct. 


Have Right to Meet. 

“Of course, all citizens have the right 
to meet together to discuss their griev- 
ances in a@ peaceable and lawful manner. 
That is the constitutional method. 

“Section 361 says: ‘An affray is the fight- 
ing of two or more persons in some public 
place, to the terror of the citizens and dis- 
turbance of the public tranquillity.’ 

“If two or more people should meet and 
fight over these questions that are now acute, 
get into a heated discussion and fight on 
the streets or in a public place, they are 
guilty of an affray, and if the evidence of- 
fered before you shows that in this county, 
in the last two years, any have done so, 
they are guilty of an affray or riot and it 
will be your duty to bring them to trial 
and let it be tried in this court or some 
other court provided for such trials. But 
our law does not stop there. 

“There is an omnibus section that in- 
cludes those acts not specificially mentioned. 

“Section 368 provides: ‘All other offenses 
against public peace not herein provided for 
are misdemeanors.’ 

“Another section which I want to charge 
you is section 58 of the penal code, and I 
want to call your attention to the fact that 
our law is very exhaustive on this subject. 
It is made to cover every specific act, ev- 
ery specific cause of disturbance and it is 
made in the interest of the public peace and 
if the laws are enforced public peace can 
be secured. 

“Section 58 provides: ‘If any person shall 
bring, introduce, print or circulate, or cause 
to be introduced, circulated or printed, or 
aid assist or be in any manner instru- 
mental in bringing, introducing, circulating 
or printing, within this state any paper, 
pamphlet, circular or any writing for the 
purpose of inciting insurrection, riot, con- 
spiracy, or resistance against the lawful 
authofities of the state or against the lives 
of the inhabitants thereof, or any part of 
them, he shall be guilty of a felony, and on 
conviction shall be punished by confinement 
in the penitentiary for not less than five 
years nor longer than twenty years.’ 

“Now, gentlemen, I come down more spe- 
cifically. The foregoing are the general 
laws for the protection of our people against 
riot and disturbances of all.sorts. But as 
to the situation now before us, the law is 
very explicit in its provisions, and I call 
your attention to those provisiona 

“Section 612 of the penal code: ‘Rocking 
or shooting at or in cars. Any person who 
shall throw a rock or other missile at, to- 
wards or into any car of any passenger 
train or upon any railroad or street rail- 
road, or shoot any gun, pistol or firearms 
of any kind at, towards, or into any such 
car or shoot while in such car, any gun, 
pistol or other weapon of any kind, shall be 
punished by confinement in the penitentiary 
from one to five years.’ 

Duty of Grand Jury. 

“If it is brought to your attention that 
any man in this county in the last few 
years has thrown any rocks or other missile 
towards any street car in this county, or 
shot any pistol in the direction of a street 
ear, it would be your duty to prefer an in- 
dictment, have the solicitor to prepare an 
indictment and bring it to this court in 
otder that he may be arrested and brought 
to justice, and the law makes it a felony. 

“I don't say, gentlemen, and I don’t 
believe that these unlawful acts are the 
work of these men who are called strikers, 
because I believe that the men who work and 
men wholabor from daylight until darkness 
and the men who quit their employment 
and face necessity or want and suffering in 
order to support what they conceive to be 
a principle are not men who would skulk 
in the dark and attempt to take the lives 
of innocent women and chiidren. I believe 
these men who take advantage under cover 
of darkness to throw missiles at street cars, 
to put obstructions on street car tracks and 
grease the street car rails do all the acts, 
not for the purpose of redressing any wrong 
but for the purpose of wreaking malice on 
whoever may be injured by their unlawful 
conduct, without regard to the life or right 


of the public. 

“Tl repeat, it is an unthinkable situation 
that such a condition can exist in a country 
governed by law and among a people pro- 
fessing to be law-abiding and in the twen- 
tieth century or our civilization, but ac- 
cording to the newspapers such conditions 
are existing today in this great city of the 
south, and if any evidence is brought to 
you that such is the case, it will be your 
duty and your pleasure, regardless of who is 
the guilty party, to bring that party to 
justice and if he is convicted, to have him 
punished according to law. But the law 
goes further: ‘Any person who shall by 
any device whatever wreck or attempt to 
wreck any of the cars, either cars or streets 
cars, used for the purpose of travel or trans- 
portation, or assist or advise it to be done, 
shall be punished with confinement in the 
penitentiary for life:” Section 513. 

Murderer at Heart. 

“The punishment is severe. Why? Be- 
cause a man who attempts to wreck a street 
car or passenger car containing innocent 
people has murder in his heart when he 
does it. If he attempts to do it he is at- 
tempting to assassinate; and the man who 
shoots a pistol or throws a rock or greases 
a track has murder in his heart and is at- 
tempting assassination, when he does those 
unlawful acts, and the law says if he at- 
tempts to wreck a car that he shall be 
guilty of a felony and punished by life im- 
prisonment, unless the jury shall recommend 
him to mercy. Of course, when death oc- 
curs it is murder, but even if death does 
not occur, the man who rocks a train has 
assassination in his heart, and if he at- 
tempts to wreck a train, he is guilty of a 
high felony, the punishment for which is 
prescribed by our law to be life imprison- 
ment. 

“IT have stated the law and you see how 
comprehensive it is It covers every con- 
ceivable situation; it covers every conceiv- 


able phase of the present situation in this 


county. If the law is enforced against , Chase |

art in every branch, in literature, 
painting and the drama, | became 
thrilled with her spirit of her ar 
from the moment war was declared. 
That heroism of her first trials has 
continued, and a very few weeks after 
the war began I sought experience in 
a small hospital on the Riviera. 1 
then took a course in the French Red 
Cross and won my diploma, and went 
directly in the service of the French 
formation, that is the regular hospital 
service of the French army, directed 
and supervised by the government, 


Is Subject to Calls. 


‘T am subject ¢o call from one hos- 
pital to another just as all governmert 
officials are, and 1 have felt blessed 
in the privileges which have enabled 
me to serve in those hospitals, where 
the (brave men of rank and file have 
been brought mangled and dying, but 
ever with the spirit of soldiers. 

‘fT have served in the government 
hospitals of several classes, those es- 
tablished near the battle fields for 
first aid; those a little farther on for 
the ‘petit blesse,’ or ‘little wounded’; 
and then those where every wounded 
one must makea stra&ggle; where the 
doctors can do sometimes but little, and 
to the nurse is confided the care and 
xhe consolation that can be given the 
brave ones separated from mothers, 
wives and sweethearts. 

“You have already read of the hor- 
rors of the wounded; how the present 
system of warfare literally tears out 
men’s hearts. For days sometimes the 
lie, before they are discovered, 
mangled, wounded and poisoned by 
disease before they are found and 
brought to the hospitals. Here there 
comes the long days of _ suffering. 
sometimes with litale hope, cnly to 
wait for the call which brings release 
from the torture. 

“It is to serve these that the nurse 
finds her supreme compensation, when 
to the faithful father she can be some- 
thing of a solace, as he thinks of the 
wife and children he has left; wher. 
she takes from him a last message and 
sends it home; when she can make 
easy, after a long struggle, the passing 
moments of the young French boy who 
left his mother for the first time, to 
serve his country in this horrible war. 
It is like a blessing to ‘be called by 
all of them ‘Ma seour,’ ‘petite mere.’ 
and I was sorry when they called me 
Madamoiselle. 

“Yes, I have been in gervice in hos- 
pitals when they were bombarded, andi 
I have been in them when the bombs 
of the aeroplanes have been dropped 
uponthem. Hospitals for a time seem- 
ed favorite targets. 

“The first-aid hospitals and those of 
the ‘little wounded’ call for easier 
work than the other ones, but when 
one gets into the work, the spirit of 
heroism of the French makes every 
man or woman with a heart, who 
comes in contact with them, feel that 
no sacrifice is too great to make in 
their aid. 


Need for Supplies. 


“Yes there is great need for relief 
supplies in the hospitals; do not let 
any one give an impression to the 
contrary: But there is not always dis- 
cernment shown in the kind of sup- 
plies sent. In the French hospitals 
they are very exacting about the kind 
of “hospital supplies they use. Thev 
prefer, for instance, the materials out 
of which to make their pads and 
bandages rather than the bandages 
and certain hospital devices already 
made, which may be perfectiy ac- 
ceptable for use, for instance, in the 
American ambulances. You can under- 
stand with the unceasing need for 
hospitals, and more hospitals, with lit- 
tle cessation in the number of the 
wounded, that the facilities for hos- 
pital work are needed continuously in 
great abundance,” 

Miss Derr, though in deep mourning 
for her aunt, has consented to talk 
before a group of Atlanta woren on 
the subject of French Relief: this 
request made of her by Mrs. C. B. Wil- 
mer, a friend of her family, and Mrs. 
Richard Johnston, who was among the 
first southern women to inaugurate 
work for French relief. 

While a student of art on going to 
France six years ago, Miss Derr might 
be mistaken for an artist’s model, for 
She is beautiful—not merely in the 
physical grace of a tall, supple form: 
in the poise of her gmall head, hut in 
the spirit of her inner beauty, which 
shows through her shaded blue eyes, 
illuminates her countenance, and ani- 
mates her earnest, inspiring narration 
of the life in the French hospitals, to 
which she is giving of her Sife at 
present. 


CLAUSE OF CLAYTON ACT 
INTERPRETED BY BOARD 


Washington, October 6.—A_ section 
of the Clayton act prohibiting private 
bankers from serving after October 15 
as officers or directors of banks havy- 
ing membership in the federal reserve 
system was interpreted by the reserve 
board tonight as barring only those 
engaged in the banking business “as 
generally understood” and nof those 
classed as stock, note or commodity 
brokers or those using their own 
funds in making loans. 

“The purpose of the act,” said a 
statement issued by the board, “was to 
prevent unlawful restraints and mo- 
nopolies. It is obvious, therefore, that 
congress intended to prohibit common 
control of member banks and of pri- 
vate bankers engaged in the same ac- 
tivities as member banks. 

“In this view the board interprets 
the term ‘private banker’ to include 
partnerships or individuals who are 
engaged in the banking business, as 
that term ig generally understood—in- 
cluding those partnerships and individ- 
uals who solicit or receive deposits sub- 
ject to check, who do a foreign ex- 
change acceptance, loan or discount 
business, or who purchase and sge]l 
and distribrte issues of securities by 
which capital is furnished for busi- 
ness or public enterprises. 

“The term ‘private banker’ is inter- 
preted not to include the ordinary 
stock, note or commodity broker,.un- 
less a substantial proportion of his 
profits are derived from, or a sub- 
stantial part of his business consists 
in one or more of the bank activities 
described, nor is it interpreted to in- 
clude partnerships or individuals using 
only their own funds in making loans 
or investments.” 


SHERMAN IS CHALLENGED 
BY GOMPERS TO DEBATE 


Springfield, Ill., October 6.—Unitea 
States Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman, 
of Illinois, has been challenged to meet 
in public debate Samuel Gompers, pres!i- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, whom Senator Sherman recent- 
ly attacked in the senate. The chal- 
lenge was sent to Sherman on behalf of 
the Illinois Federation of Labor, and 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

In his speech in the senate, Senator 
Sherman is quoted as saying: “Gird up 
your loins, Mr. Gompers, and answer 
me as a man.” 

The challenge urges the debate be 
held in Chicago or Springfield not 
later than October 12.

AT EL PASO TODAY 


Present Schedule Should | 
Place Men From Camp! 
Harris in Texas City Be- 
fore Noon— Destination 
Certain.

Fort Worth, Tex., October 6.— 
(Special.)—At 10 o’clock last night the 
first section of the Georgia artillery 
troop trains arrived in Fort Worth, 
and the second section, bearing Bat- 
tery B, arrived about fifteen minutes 
later. The trains stopped here aboul 
forty-five minutes, during which time 
the artillerymen marched through the 
town, under the command of Major

burns treated at one of the Shreve~- 
port hospitals, both of the injured men 
were taken back to the troop «rain, 
stoutly declaring their intention of 
sticking by the battery and doing as 
much work as ever, in spite of their 
burns. The heads of both men are 
swathed in bandages, where the flames 
burned their hair and blistered the 
scalp, and their arms are badly burned. 

Accident Unavoidable. 

Captain A. J. McBride, Jr., in com- 
mand of Battery B, investigated closely; 
the cause of the accident and expressed 
the opinion that it was unavoidable 
80 far as the men in the kitchen car 
were concerned. A pan of grease had 
just been placed on the stove for the 
purpose of frying potatoes, when ii 
Suddenly became ignited from the heat 
OL the gtove. sergeant Lane rai to the 
fire tO put M out and the tlame soared 
up and ignited his hair. John W. 
Whitehead, who was at the other ena 
of the car, ran for a bucket of water 
and threw it over Lane and Stephens, 
who was beating the flames on Lane's 
head. A part of the waser thrown by 
Wihitehead fell on the stove and caused 
the flames to flare up in greater 
volume than ever before, catching 
Stephens as well as Lane in the flames 
Whitehead went back for more watzr, 
and with the second bucke& he guench- 
ed the flames on the men, while Lan» 
kept on till he grabbed the pan of 
burning grease off the stove. [t was 
a narrow escape for both men, but it 


is believed that they will come through 
now without distigurements.

F ISLE REMAINS SANE 


So Declares Redmond, Who 
Also Says Conscription Will 
Never Be Forced on Irish. 


Waterford, Ireland, October 6.—In a 
notable address to his constituents here 
this afternoon John Redmond, the Irish 
nationalist leader in parliament, de- 
clared that despite the recent rebel- 
lion,” with all its inevitable aftermath 
of brutalities, Stupidities and inflamed 


Passions, home rule for Irelamd is safe 
if Ireland remains sane, 


Mr. Redmond also declared that con- 


scription could never be forced upon 
Ireland, adding: 


“I cannot bring myself to believe tha 
malign though the influences at ae 
are, the government will be insane 
enough to challenge a conflict with 
Ireland on this subject. Conscription 
for Ireland, far from helping the army 
and the war, would be the most fatal 
thing that could happen. It would be re- 
sisted in every village in lreland. Its 
attempted enforcement would be a scan- 
dal which would ring around the world. 
peer re, no additional men.”

“The mere threat is paralyzing re- 
cruiting which, mark you, is not tend as 
some people say. The latest figures, 
indeed, show that from the date of the 
tage | (Easter Sunday) until Septem- 
ber 000 recruits were received. 

This demand for conscription is not 
a genuine military demand. It is a 
base political device put forward by 
men who want to injure and discredit 
Ireland's political future, and revive by 
any and every means bad blood be- 
tween the two countries, in the wicked 
hope that when the war is over the 
British people may tolerate some at- 
tempt to repeal the home-rule act. 


Will Never Succeed. 


“But whatever the motive back of the 
proposal may be, it will never be car- 
ried through the house of commons as 
long as the Irish party remains as it is 
today, united and entitled to speak for 
Ireland. 

“The way to continue to get recruits 
is far different. Appease the inflamed 
feeling in Ireland. Withdraw martial 
law. (Make it plain that the defense of 
the realm act will be administered not 
as it is being administered now in dif- 
ferent parts of Ireland, but in the same 
Spirit as it is administered in Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales. Treat pris- 
oners arrested during the rising as po- 
litical prisoners. Put an end to insults 
and attacks wpon Ireland ana recog- 
nize generally what she has done. 

“On these lines the government 
may succeed in recruiting even after 
all that has happened. But as for 
conscription, in that way lies madness;' 
ruin and disaster.”’ 

Mr. Redmond said it was absolutely 
false that he or his colleagues ever fa- 
vored a scheme providing for a per- 
manent division of the ancient nation. 
The Lloyd-George plan, which was fa- 
vored, was definitely for the limited 
period of the war, he continued, its ob- 
ject being to give 26 counties an oppor- 
tunity of inducing the other six coun- 
ties to come in voluntarily after the 
war by an exhibition of successful, tol- 
erant, sane government in the south 
and west. The moment an attempt was 
made to give this arrangement a com- 
plexiomof permanency it was rejected 

Mr. Redmond continued: 

“The way this matter now stands is: 
The home rule act is on the statute 
books. The act which suspends its 
operation provides that if it is not put 
into operation before the war ends, 
then it comes into operation automatic- 
ally at the end of the war. Nothing 
has altered nor cantalter that unless 
it be a new act of parliament. But it 
is true that the government is pledged 
to introduce an amending ‘bill when 
the act comes into operation. That 
bill must be considered on its merits 
when the time comes. Our hands are 
perfectly free. 

Desires Friendly Settlement. 
“For my part, I desire a friendly, 


| 


peaceful settlement with Ulster. We 
do not want to coerce any part of Ul- 
ster which is against coming in at 
first, but we will nat tolerate the co- 
ercion of any part of Ulster that fa- 
vors coming in at first. For my part, 
I would oppose a provision in the 
amending bill which provided for the 
permanent exclusion of any portion of 
Ireland. For good or ill that scheme 
is dead.” 

Mr. Redmond said that the present 
situation was the most trying crisis in 
his recollection and that a bad blow 
was struck at Ireland by the uprising. 

“All through our history,” he con- 
tinued, “some malign influence has 
seemed ever at hand just on the eve 
of victory to dash the cup of comfort 
trom the lips of Ireland and unfortu- 
nately, almost always that influence has 
come from Ireland herself.” 

The constiutional movement must 
continue, he declared. “It would be 
putting our people down as fools,” he 
went on, “if it was seriously proposed 
that they abandon or break up that 
movement in favor of: the insane ideals 
of those who have invited Ireland once 
again to have recourse to arms against 
the British empire.” 

It was impossible, however, he in- 
sisted, that the relations with the gov- 
ernment could be as they ‘were before, 
and the Irish party found itself abso- 
lutely in opposition to the coalition 
government, for. it was face to face 
again with the unionist stronghold in 
Dublin castle. So far as the war was 
concerned, he said, Ireland’s attitude 
was unchanged and she would do noth- 
ing calculated to postpone for one in- 
stant the victorious ending of the con- 
flict. 

“T appeal to the sane men of Ire- 
land,” he added, “to rally to pro- 
tect her from the conspiracy of all that 
is fickle, foolish and irresponsible now 
on foot.” 


JURY HOLDS F. L. SMALL 
FOR MURDER OF WIFE 


Mountain View, N. H., October 6.— 
krederick I. Small was held for the 
grand jury on a charge of murder in 
connection with the death of his wife, 
Mrs. Florence A. Small, in the district 
court today. 

No witnesses in Small’s behalf were 
called but William 8S. Matthews, his 
counsel, argued against holding the 
prisoner. 

He contended that the fact that 
Small would receive $20,000 insurance 
through his wife’s death should not be 
held against him. “That was only rea- 
sonable protection,” he said. He as- 
serted that the defendant’s every move- 
ment so far as related by witnesses 
were those of a normal man. “His feel- 
ing was one of real grief.”’ counsel! said. 

Attorney General Tuttle said every 
one was satisfied that whoever com- 
mitted the murder started the fire to 
destroy its traces. “If Small knew 
there was going to be a fire he also 
knew there had been a murder,” the 
attorney general said. 


TRIBESMEN, IN HOLY WAR, 
RISE AGAINST RUSSIANS 


Berlin, October 6.—(Via Sayville. )— 
Ispahan, one of the important cities 
of central Persia, «has been liberated 
from Russian rule through an uprising 
of tribesmen in a — war, says an 
official statement issued in Constantino- 
ple, October 4, dealing with the situa- 
tion in Persia. A Russian army which 
attacked the Turks at Kinshar, north- 
west of Hamadan, it is added, was rout- 
ed "by the Turks. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Bakhtiaris tribesmen, relying upon 
the successful combats of the Turkish 
army, arose in a holy war against the 
Russians and liberated Ispahan from 
the enemy. 

“Numerous Russian attacks against 
Kinshar, 100 kilometers (about 68 miles) 
northwest of Hamadan, were repulsed 
completely and the enemy was beaten 
decisively and routed. Russian attacks 
against Kianirech, 30 kilometers north 
of Rivanduza, were repulsed and the 
Russians were driven back.”

London, October 6.—According to the 
newspaper, Aeroplane, Orville Wright, 
the ayton, Ohio, aecropiane inventor, 
has presented his patents to the British 
government. : 

Great Britain, in the early days of 
the war.

Plane and promised a claim of £25,000 


by paying £15,000 to cover all royalties 
under the Wright patents on naval and 
military aeroplanes.

PLACE AS ARBITRATOR. 
NOW IN MUCH DEMAND 


Governor Is in No Hurry, 
However, to Appoint J. J. 
Brown’s Successor. 


Governor Harris was in receipt yes- 
terday from New York of the new 
contract of the state of Georgia with 
the Tennessee Copper company, ex- 
ecuted by the officials of the company. 
Under the terms of the contract, which 
the governor was authorized to make 
by the last general assembly, it is to 
become effective from the date of its 
execution by the copper company offi- 
cials. It is to run three years. 

[fhe governor has already had a 
number of applicants for the position 
of arbitrator for the state under the 
new contract. Friends of Volney Wil- 
liams, of Waycross, have urged his 
appointment, and it is said that Mr. 
Williams, who has been in Atlanta for 
several days, himself called on the gov~ 
ernor in the matter. 

It can be stated, however, that no 
appointment will be made just now, 
and probably not before the latter part 
of the year. J. J..Brown, the arbitrator 
under the old contract, who was reap- 
pointed by Governor Harris, will con- 
tinue to act in the winding up of mat- 
ters now pending before the arbitration 
board. There is a balance of about 
$20,000 on deposit for the state to cover 
any damages that citizens of Georgia 
may have suffered, and the governor 
feels that Mr. Brown, having held the 
position of arbitrator since the first 
contract was signed, and being familiar 
with the existing ‘status as between 
the company and Georgia citizens, 
showld be allowed to wind up pending 
claims: 

Mr. Brown was in the city Friday 
and conferred with the governor in 
reference to the matter at issue be- 
tween the copper company and citizens 
of the state. 

As these matters will be terminated 
before the close of the year, however, 
and new claim's will be adjusted under 
the new contract, it is not thought that 
Mr. Brown’s position as arbitrator 
would interfere with his appointment 
to unexpired term of commissioner of 
agriculture, in which there will be a 
vacancy from January 1, should the 
governor see fit to offer him this ap- 
pointment. 

The governor has not yet received 
the resignation of J. D. Price, the in- 
cuanbent, who has been elected director 
of the ‘state experiment station near 
Griffin. It will probably be several 
weeks before Mr. Price’s resignation is 
submitted, and the governor will cer- 
tainly not make an appointment until 


that time.

Ambassador Gerard is on board the 
Frederik VIII, due in New York about 
Tuesday next. 


WASHINGTON DISCLAIMS

After saying that he was glad to 
read the premier’s statement that Swe- 
den’s actions had been dictated solely 
by that kingdom's own necessities and 
future welfare and not for any parti- 
San reason, Lord Robert said: 

“We are fighting this war to vindi- 
cate the rights of all nations to develop 
themselves freely and unhindered by 
the menace of military aggression. We 
ask no favors from neutrals. But we 
do ask that they should not hinder our 
belligerent rights in the life or death 
struggle which we and our allies are 
waging. 

“The prime minister states that he is 
opposed to any mediation by Sweden at 
present, as it might compromise Ger- 
many and arouse the suspicions of the 
allies. For Germany I am not in a po- 
sition to speak, but for ourselves and 
our allies, I can say that we, who do 
not wish this war and who entered it 
reluctantly, are determined now that 
we are in it to obtain a victory which 
will insure lasting peace by showing 
the enemy that wars of aggression will 
not be allowed to succeed. 


No Allusion to U-Bonts, 


“The prime minister says that he is 
in harmony with the American pro- 
test against the black list, but I ob- 
serve with some surprise that he makes 
no allusion to his attitude concerring 
the American protest against German 
submarine atrocities, surely a far 
&raver matter for neutrals. The Ger- 
man submarine policy is in one aspect 
an outrage upon the commercial inter- 
ests of neutral nations. Hundreds of 
neutral merchant vessels are now on 
the bottom of the seas, thousands of 
tons of cargo have been destroved, and 
all this without any pretense of judi- 
cial inquiry and often for the most 
flimsy reasons. 

“Peaceful citizens of all countries and 
of both sexes have been foully mur- 
dered at the bidding of German mili- 
tarism. Others have been mutilated. 
Others have been exposed in open boats 
to the fury of the seas. It is strange 
that these matters should have been 
forgotten. 

“As to the merits of the black list 
controversy, ] explained before that 
the black list is an attempt to prevent 
British subjects from trading with ene- 
my firms or with firms that trade in 
the interests of the enemy. For the 
Swedish prime minister or any neu- 
tral to claim that we should compe! 
British firms to help enemy trade 
when their country is engaged in a life 
and death struggle, is a claim for which 
there is no precedent and which cannot 
be admitted. For the Bf&itish govern- 
ment to prevent its own subjects from 
helping the enemy, is to violate no rule 
of law or equity or morals, and is an 
elementary precaution taken in the in- 
terests of national safety. 

“With regard to commercial meas- 
ures taken against trade with Germa- 
ny through Sweden, Great Britain and 
her allies are at one in their deter- 
mination to use naval forces in pre- 
venting the import of goods to enemy 
countries. No one surely can complain 
of that. It is impossible for us to 
permit unobstructed imports into neu- 
tral countries by which such neutra) 
countries become the channels of sup- 
ply for the enemy. 

Urges Trade Agreement. 

“At the same time we are and always 
have been anxious to facilitate the tm- 
ports into neutral countries, including 
Sweden. of all goods needed for home 
requirements, allowing for the normal 
development of industries, provided 
that satisfactory guarantees are ob- 
tained either from the importers or a 
government body that no goods in any 
form will be re-exported to the enemy. 
[t follows that the unrestricted im- 
port of goods which would release 
home products of similar nature for 
exportation cannot be agreed to by 
us, That for all practical purposes 
will be same thing as importing goods 
through Sweden into Germany.” 

Lord Robert said that the ‘best plan 
for arranging imports is undoubtedty 
through agreements such as exist with 
Holland, Denmark and Norway, where 
all goods are controlled by a central 
association, or by associations of trad- 
ers interested in the various industries. 
This plan iprovides for the distribution 
of goods to reliable traders and pre- 
vents corners for the raising of prices. 
In conclusion Lord Robert said: 

“We showed our willingness to ar- 
rive at an agreement by the negotia- 
tions entered into with Sweden last 
year. The negotiations, unfortunately 
did not result in an agreement. We 
have been and are ready to consider 
the matter afresh, with every desire to 
take into account the normal requir- 
ments of Sweden and to make allow- 
ances for all cases in which her re- 
quirements are greater than before the 
war owing to the development of in- 
dustries. 

“But for any negotiations to be suc- 
cessful there must be co-operation by 
both parties. Unless we can get full 
information from Swedish sources re- 
garding home requirements and condi- 
tions of trade, no agreement can ‘%%e 
reached. 

“T hope our Swedish friends recognize 
this and will approach the matter in a 
frank and businesslike way. not sus- 
pecting us any “arriere pensee,” but 
believing that what the truth, that 
we are anxious to restore to its old 
footing the ancient friendship and com- 
mercial intercourse between the two 
countries.”

SEN. FALL DENOUNGES 
POLICY TOWARD MEXICO 


‘“‘Carranza’s Absolutism Is Tot- 
tering to a Fall,” He 
Claims. 


New York, October 6.—In a prepared 
speech entitled “The Truth About 
Mexico,” United States Senator Albert 
rB. Fall, of New Mexico, at a republican 


dent Wilson’s policy toward the neigh- 
boring republic. He declared that 
“every American who really Knows 
anythir® of the true condition’s In Mex- 
ico knows that Carranza’s absolutism, 
despite Wilson's support, is tottering to 
a fall.” + 

Senator Fall quoted at length from 
many of the president's speeches, read 
numerous newspaper criticisms, and fin- 
ished by giving a list of “American 
citizens” who, he said, had been “killed 
in Mexico by armed Mexicans during 
the revolutionary period between De- 
cember, 1910, and Sevtember 1, 1916.” 
The list included 285 names. 

Senator Fall declared that “every 
bank and practically every business in- 
stitution in Mexico has been looted; 
the railroads have been destroved;: the 
rails torn up and burned over fires 
until useless; all bridges destroyed: 
American property to the extent of 
hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
foreign property to the extent of many 
millions more, has ben destroyed; re- 
ligion ha’s been crushed out of exist- 
ence, and those preaching it exiled 
from their homes, while the Sisters of 
}Charity have been outraged and mur- 
dered, and those left alive compelled to 
flee. The churches are owned by Mr. 
Carranza under his decree, and used as 
barracks and stables by his followers, 
or tho’se of some other faction. 

“Many Americans.” continued Senator 
Fall, ‘have been driven to the belief 
that the president of the Unjted States, 
while possessing a keen intellectual un- 
derstanding of phrase making and the 
cold meaning of words: while having at 
his command a most voluminous vocab- 
ulary of synonyms, whéle understand- 
ing the art of putting words together 
in a sentence to convey or hide a mean-

At Athens Stockad 


Athens, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)— 
Sensational charges .were made last 
night in a special meeting of council 
to 
stockade and conduct of Warden Ste- 
vens of that institution, against whom 
formal charges of cruelly whipping a 
white convict were heard. He was ac- 
quitted of misconduct in this specific 
charge, but was reprimanded for other 
eonduct. 

It was charged by witnesses, and 
partiy admitted by the warden, that a 
white prisoner, who had been ill a 
month, refuse to work and was 
thrown down by two negro prisoners 
and whipped with a lash by the street 
boss; that a colored woman had been 
whipped, and when the warden found 
that- this was against the state law, 
he had provided a wooden stock in 
which to punish unruly negro women, 
a contrivance with places for feet and 
wrists, holding the seated prisoner with 
feet elevated about a foot in- the air 
and back bent over; that the food had 
been of improper kind and insufficient 
in variety; that white men and colored 
women had not been properly segre- 
gated; that a white prisoner, after be- 
ing whipped, had been double shackled 
and had a chain and 50-pound weight 
attached to him, and that on one occa- 
sion, after two negro women had 
fought several times, the warden put 
them in a room, made them fight out 
their differences, refereeing the bout, 
and that they had fought for thirty 
minutes, tearing off every thread of 
clothing, and becoming completely ex- 
hausted, in the presence of a fourteen- 
year-old white boy and several other 
male prisoners.

These are 
the International Circulation Managers, the 
International Association of Rotary Clubs, 
the Sovereign Camp of Woodmen of the 
World, and the Southern Cattle Men’s Asso- 
ciation. There are many others coming, and 
there are more equally important ones in 
prospect. 

With all the good work it is doing, the 
Atlanta Convention Bureau has a member- 
ship of only 143. Considering its service to 
Atlanta, it should have double that number 
and more besides. Its splendid achieve- 
ments are well worthy of all the support 
Atlanta can give it. 


OUR DYESTUFF INDUSTRY. 


A year has passed since agitation began 
as to the importance of setting up an ade- 
quate dyestuff industry in the United States. 
As far as is apparent on the surface, we 
have gotten no further than we were in the 
outset. We are making some dyestuffs, but 
altogether they will not aggregate one-third 
of our annual consumption. 

It is a noteworthy fact that at Germany’s 
first opportunity to reach this country by 
sea with her submarine merchantman, the 
Deutschland, she filled it up with valuable 
dyestuffs, knowing that was the one of her 
products we most needed, and for which we 
would pay best. 

But the supply brought by the Deutsch- 
land was scarcely a drop in the bucket. It 
perhaps made possible indulgence in the 
luxury of fast colors here and there, but it 
brought nothing in the nature of substantial 
relief. 

A significant fact in connection with the 
situation is that blue serges have become 
the most popular and frequently-seen gar- 
ment of women’s wear for fall and winter, 
while men must be satisfied with the dark 
and more subdued colors we are prepared 
to make at home. 

Congress, which attempted to help out in 
the recent omnibus revenue act by putting 
duties on certain classes of dyes, did not go 
far enough to encourage American capital 
extensively to enter the field. Although the 
advantages offered by war conditions and 
the short period tariff enactment of the last 
congress may help for the moment, there is 
no guarantee for the future against the com- 


petition of Germany’s low wage standards | 


and her unquestioned special resources. 

Apparently, judging from the progress of 
the European war, there is yet time for con- 
gress to enact a law which will encourage 
the substantial and permanent building of 
the dyestuff industry in the United States. 
This is one instance in which we have ur 
gent need of a liberal law to bring about an 
imperative industrial development, and con- 
gress should unhesitatingly provide it. 


THE ART OF BREAD-BAKING. 


The Chicago News says that the high 
price of bread has “sent housewives rushing 
to the demonstration in home bread-baking 
arranged by the Women’s Association of 
Commerce” of that city, so that “bread like 
mother used to make” is once again in evi- 
dence. 

Women who. have homes to manage— 
who have to please the palates as well as 
pockets of the lords of the household, are 
paying more attention now to the lessons 


of the cooking schools: 


“This is our answer to the threatened 
increase in cost of bread, whatever may 
be its cause,’ said Miss Florence King, 
president of the Women’s Association of 
Commerce. “Home-made bread that is 
baked right cannot be equaled anywhere. 
But making bread in the home has be- 
come a lost art in the cities, and largely 
so in the small towns, because it has 
been so convenient to run around the cor- 
ner to a store or bakery and buy a loaf 
for a nickel.” 


Efficiency in “the lost art” of home 
bread-baking will naturally extend to other 
departments of the home table supply, and 
“hubby” will be happier, with less excuse 
for fault-finding. 

Commenting on a culinary story in The 
Springfield Republican, Editor Watterson 
says, ir. The Louisville Courier-Journal: 


“There is every reason to believe that 
when Darius was consulting with his en- 
gineers about the feasibility of digging 
a canal across the Isthmus of Suez he 
was having trouble \getting his three 
meals cooked and served as he desired. 
. +. «. and maybe Nebuchadnezzar’s real 
reason for running on range and eat- 
ing grass was that he had been driven 
mad by the aggravations of a culinary 
department which never was in perfect 
working order.” 


So, in the case of women whose cooking 
school education has been neglected, the 
rise in the price of bread may be a blessing 
in disguise. They are learning their cooking 
lessons now!

Famous French Authority 
Gathers Data to Prove That 
Island of Atlantis Existed 


Concerning the fact that the great con- 
tinent of Atlantis may once have existed, 
Monsieur Pierre Termier, of the French 
Academy of Sciences, remarks in a recently 
published separate of the Smithsonian an- 
nual report. 

“No affirmation is yet permissible, but it 
seems more and more evident that a vast 
region, continental or made up of great 
islands, has collapsed west of the Pillars of 


Hercules, otherwise called the Strait of Gi- 


braltar, and that its collapse occurred in the 
not far distant past. In any event, the ques- 
tion of Atlantis is placed anew before men 
of science.” 


To many minds Atlantis has been a fabled 
country, a part of the interesting mythology 
of the eastern world, and an inexhaustible 
subject for poets from the days of Plato 
on, but now M. Termier says: 


“It may be, indeed, that the poets were 
once more right. After a long period of dis- 
dainful indifference, observe how in the last 
few years science is“returning to the study 
of Atlantis. How many naturalists, geolo- 
gists, zoologists or botanists are asking one 
another today whether Plato has not trans- 
mitted to us, with slight amplification, a 
page from actual history of mankind.” 

From the Smithsonian pamphlet, in which 


'M. Termier quotes a ‘part of Plato’s dia- 


dogue “Timaeus,” or “Concerning Nature,” 
the following facts, as stated by an old Egyp- 
tian priest, are secured: 

What Egyptians Knew of Atlantis. 

“Athens was destroyed by a singularly 
powerful army which came from an island 
larger than, Libya, and even Asia, lying in 
the Atlantic ocean beyond the strait called 
the Pillars of Hercules. From this island 
one could easily pass to other islands, and 
from them to the entire continent which 
surrounds the interior sea. In the Island 
of Atlantis reigned kings of amazing power, 
having under their domain several other 
islands also, and some parts of the conti- 
nent, as well as Libya as far east as Egypt, 
and Europe as far as the Tyrrhenian sea. 
All this power was once united to subjugate 
Athens, but the Athenians stopped the in- 
vasion and restored all the nations living on 
that side (east) of the Pillars of Hercules 
to independence. Later, with great earth- 
quakes and inundations, in a single day and 
one fatal night, all who had been warriors 
against Athens were swallowed up, and the 
Island of Atlantis disappeared beneath the 
8ea. 
The authof says that the above narative 
has not at all the coloring of a fable, but an 
exactness almost scientific. lt may ove 
thought that the dimensions of the Island 
of Atlantis are slightly exaggerated here, but 
we must remember that the Egyptian priest 
did not know the immensity of Asia. 

In another dialogue, “Concerning Atlantis” 
which is also from the “Timaeus,” Plato de- 
scribes the famous island: 

“According to the Egyptian tradition a 
common war arose 9,000 years ago between 
the nations on this side of the Pillars of Her- 
cules and the nations coming from beyond. 
On one side it was Athens; on the other the 
Kings of Atlantis. We have already said that 
this island was larger than Asia and Africa, 
but that it became submerged following an 
earthquake and that its place is no longer 
met with except as a sand bar which stops 
navigators and renders the sea impassable.” 

Plato’s Interesting Contribution. 

Plato also develops the Egyptian tradi- 
tion of the fabulous origin of Atlantis, fallen 
to the share of Neptune and on which this 
god placed his ten mortal children. He de- 
scribes the cradle of the Atlantic race as a 
fertile plain located near the sea and open- 
ing into the central part of the island. About 
it a circle of mountains protect the plain 
from the icy blasts of the north; in these 
superb mountains there are numerous vil- 
lages, rich and populous. In the plain there 
is a magnificent city, the palaces and tem- 
ples of which are constructed from stones 
of three colors drawn from the very bosom 
of the island; here and there are mines yield- 
ing all the metals useful to man, and finally 
the shores of the island rise perpendicularly 
and commanding above the tumultuous sea. 

We may smile in reading, but the geo- 
graphic description of the island is not of 
the sort which one jokes about and forgets. 
This description tallies well with what we 
would imagine today of a great land sub- 
merged ini the region of the Azores and en- 
joying the eternal springtime, which is the 
endowment of these islands; a land formed 
from a basement of ancient rocks bearing, 
with some fragments of whitish calcareous 
terranes, extinct volcanic mountains and lava 
flows, black or red, long since grown cold. 

All That Antiquity Tells Us. 

Such is the story of the Atlantis of Plato, 
a history fabulous in its origins, like the 
majority of histories, yet extremely exact 


and highly probable in its details and tragic | 


termination. This is aH that antiquity 
teaches us, for the accounts of Theopompus 
and Marcellus, much vaguer than that of 
Plato, are interesting only from the im- 
pression that they leave us of the wide cir- 
culation of the legend among the peoples 
along the Mediterranean shores. Down to 
very nearly our own era, there was a gen- 
eral belief, all about the Mediterranean, in 
the ancient Atlantian invasion, which was 
checked by the very sudden submergence 
of the country from which they came. 

According to M. Termier, the study of the 
physical geography of the Atlantic ocean 
tends to show us what might well have been 
the base of this great oceanic continent, the 
loftiest spires of which form the Azores. He 
looks forward to the day when the charts of 
the Atlantic will be exact and detailed, af- 
fording a closer study with this point in 
view. Geology also indicates the possibility 
of there once having been a great table land 
surmounted with volcanoes, in the eastern 
Atlantic where now Gough Island, St. 
Helena, Ascension, Cape Verde Islands, the 
Canaries, Madeira, the Azores and a few 
others, all of which are either integrally or 
in the greater part formed of lava, and many 
of which bear volcanoes, appear above the 
surface of the sea. 

Result of Volcanic Action. 


Volcanoes are held to be the results of 
convulsions or the breaking away of some 
portion of the earth’s crust. Therefore, these 
islands seem indicative of a great upheaval, 
and the depths which surround them are the 
resting place of earlier mountains, volcanic 
lava from some of which has been dredged 
up. The entire eastern zone of the Atlantic 
bottom, continues the author, is in move- 
ment, forming an unstable zone on _ the 
planet, and in such a zone, great cataclysms 
have occurred and may again gpccur at any 
moment. 

Not only oceanography and geology teach 
us the possibility, even probability, of there 
once having been an Atlantis, but zoology 
shows a certain continental origin of the 
present fauna, or animal life, of the At- 
lantic islands which still remains, as well 
as the strange relationship and reapparance 
of certain. marine animals and shells found 
only on these islands, and indicating that 
they must once have been closely connected. 

M. Termier believes that Atlantis existed, 
that zoology and geology prove that a cata- 
clsym, not unlike that mentioned by Plato, 
occurred, and that it now remains for eth-j 
nography, anthropology and oceanography tg@ 
solve the problem as to whether men livéd 
at this time who could withstand the Evyeat 
reaction and transmit the memory of/ it. 
Nowadays even the most modern sci¢nces 
permit our belief in Plato’s legend/ and 
lead us to look further into the great At- 
lantic abyss for our lost continent.

ANNIVERSARY OF CHICAGO FIRE 
__- WILL BE FIRE PREVENTION DAY 


Following the example of a number of 
the western states, Governor Harris yes- 
terday issued a proclamation naming Mon- 
day, October 9, as fire prevention day to be 
celebrated as such throughout Georgia by a 
general cleaning-up on the part of household- 
ers and property owners of all litter and de- 
bris of a nature to start a fire. October 9 
has been named because it is the anniversary 
of the Chicago fire, the most memorable 
conflagration in the country’s history. 

The governor's action was taken on the 
suggestion of State Fire Marshal W. R. 
Joyner, who informed him of similar action 
taken by other states, and that a number of 
local organizations in this state were mak- 
ing arrangements to celebrate the day. 

After naming October 9 as the day to be 
celebrated, the governor in his proclamation 
suggests two ways in which the day is to 
be observed by the people, as follows: 

“First, by a general cleaning up and re- 
moval of rubbish, inflammable material and 
waste from their premises throughout cit- 
ies and outlying country districts. 

“Second, that newspapers, public officials, 
school teachers, fire and police departments 
and all civic societies and property owners 
co-operate in securing universal observance 
of the day and inculcate in our people a de-« 


sire to keep all premises, not only on this | 


day, but throughout the year, in the best 
possible condition to prevent destructive fires 
such as have caused so much loss during 
the past year.” . 

Captain Joyner, fire marshal, said Fri- 
day that the idea of fire prevention was 
not a new one with him. When he was 
fire chief of Atlanta he saw that the preven- 
tion of fires was really of greater impor-~ 
tance than fire fighting, when once a blaze 
has started, and he organized a system of 
fire inspection. In his letter to the governor 
he says, in part: ; 

“The principal object is to try to prevent 
fires, asking the people generally to clean 
up their yards, get rid of loose paper and 
accumulations of trash in yards, as well as 
in buildings, and ask them on that partic- 
ular date to remove combustible material. 

“This should also ‘apply to people in the 
country, as there is a great deal of careless- 
ness in not paying attention to the unnec- 
essary accumulation of combustible material, 
which causes a great many fires. As the 
fall of the year approaches, stove flues 
should also be looker after.” 

Captain Joyner has been invited to deliver 
an address in Columbus in connection with 
the observation of fire prevention day, but 
will be unable to accept on account of other 
engagements.

Such Is Belief of Police, Who 
Hold Nineteen- Year-Old 
Millie de Marco. 


Philadelphia, October 6.—With four 
persons under arrest and the police 
dragnet closing about four others in 
connection with the hold-up and murder 
at Hammonton, N. J., yesterday, the 
authorities here today declared that 
Millie de Marco, 19 years old, of this 
city, one of the prisoners and the em- 
ployee of A. J. Rider, president of the 
New Jersey Cranberry Growers’ asso- 
ciation, probably engineered the entire 
plot. | 

The de Marco girl and four Italians 
arrested last night, were traced to the 
Italian colony here through the license 
mumber of an automobile in which 
eleven men and one woman were seen 
near the home of the Riders yester- 
day shortly before the murder of Henry 
Rider, of Howell, Mich., and the shoot- 
ing of his brother and two others. 

Rider and his daughter, Mrs. Elsie 
Smathers, who drove the automobile 
after she had been wounded, and James 
N. Rigby, who also occupied a séat in 
the Rider car, are in the Jefferson hos- 
pital, this city. Physicians said today 
they would recover. 

None of the men arrested was _ in 
Rider's employ, as far as the police 
were able to learn. 

The sight of eleven men and a lone 
girl in an automobile aroused unusual 
interest among the natives of Atsion, 
N. J. Some one noted that the auto- 
mobile bore «a Pennsylvania license 
number. The description of the girl 
corresponded with that of the young 
woman Rider employed on his cran- 
berry bogs. 

The girl knew the movements of Mr 
Rider on paydays and was aware of 
the amount of money required for the 
payroll of about 300 men and women 
cranberry pickers 

Those arrested admitted, the police 
say, that they were at Atsion yester- 
day Mrs. Smathers, a widow of a few 
weeks, and only 26 years old, forgot 
her pain to speak lightly of her cour- 
ageous action in driving the automobile 
away from the bandits as they fired 
shot after shot in a vain effort to get 
the bag containing $5,000 

Notwithstanding her weakéned con- 
dition she drove her father’s big tour- 
ing car at a racing clip for more than 
ten miles from the scene of the shoot- 
ing to Hammonton, where her father’s 
estate is one of the show places 

The automobile seen in Atsion 1S 
owned by Frank Vossela He said to- 
day that he had hired it to Guiseppe 
Russo last Wednesday at $15 a day. He 
declared he carried the woman, Russo 
and Frank lLadona, a friend of his, 
not known by the other two, to Ham- 
monton, yesterday morning. He said he 
waited there several hours with the 
woman while the other men, who were 
picked up in Camden, were absent 

He declared they returned excited, 
and that they talked in low tones All 
the persons mentioned are under ar- 
rest. The de Marco girl and Russo are 
held on suspicion of murder and the 
other two as material witnesses 

Subjected tothe third degree Millie de 
Marco admitted that she and three men

PROPOSED NEW RATES — 
ON ICE ARE PRESENTED 


Hearing Before State Railroad 
Commission Adjourned Un- 
til Monday Morning. 


With the presentation of proposed 
commodity rates on ice, cotton bag- 
ging and ties, the railroads Friday 
morning completed their program an- 


nounced for hearing this week before 
the state railroad commission, and the 
rate hearing was adjourned until next 
Monday morning. 

The proposed new rates on ice were 
presented to the commission by 8S. G. 
Rains, general freight agent of the 
Seaboard Air Line. The principal fea- 
ture of the changes suggested was the 
proposal to raise the minimum earload 
weight from 20,0uv to 24,000 pounds. 

N. B. Wright, general freight agent 
of the Central of Georgia railroad, pre- 
sented the proposed rates upon bag- 
ging. For carloads Mr. Wright pro- 
posed a substantial reduction in the 
rates now prescribed Vy the commis- 
sion for distances not in excess of 400 
miles, while for distances over 400 


miles a rate of 1 cent per 100 pounds 
in excess of the present rates of the A., 
B. & A., the Central and the Seaboard 
is proposed. 

On less than carload quantities class 
A rates are proposed, these rates be- 
ing substantially lower for all dis- 
tances up to 100 miles, beyond which 
a substantial advance is proposed. This 
readjustment would have the effect of 
making increases in depressed_ rates 
now in effect from Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Atlanta, Jonesboro and Colum- 
bus, but would reduce the carload rates 
to intermediate points, except in some 
instances, on the lines of the roads 
above mentioned. 

Claude H. Hutcheson, of Jonesboro, 
a large manufacturer of bagging ana 
cotton ties, appeared ibefore the com- 
mission and made the statement that, 
inasmuch as the carriers are proposing 
to place all rates on these commodi- 
ties on a parity; his concern had no 
objection to offer to such increases as 
are proposed. He stated that-his study 
of the situation has led him -+to the 
conclusion that the carriers are in 
need of the increased revenue which 
would accrue and that they are justi- 
fied in asking it. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Cot- 
terill as to the reason for his attituae 
toward an increase in revenue for the 
carriers, Mr. Hutcheson stated that he 
had looked somewhat into the ques- 
tion in connection with the advance 
proposed upon his products and had 
arrived at this conclusion. 

Mr. Hutcheson declared that his 
Georgia business alone amounts to cov- 
ering not less than one-seventh of the 
entire Georgia cotton crop. 

In the original petition a minimum 
carload of 30,000 pounds was asked. 
The petition is amended now to ask for 
24,000, a carload minimum which has 
been fixed elsewhere since the péti- 
tion was filed. This is proposed for 
second-hand bagging. 

The rates on lime, cement and wall 
plaster were not taken up this week 
for the reason that certain producers 
are preparing data to submit to the 
carriers. A date for hearing will be 
assigned later.

PRICE OF BREAD RAISED 
BY NEW YORK BAKERS 


New York, October 6.—Complaints 
that master bakers in combination have 
increased the price of bread one cent 
a loaf and have threatened to use vio- 
lence against independent bakers who 
refuse to join them, will be investi- 
gated by District Attorney Swann, he 
announced today. More than one hun- 
drea subpoenas were served on bakers 
calling for their appearance before 
Mr. Swann. 

The investigation followed the  re- 
ceipt of several complaints from house- 
wives and restaurant keepers to the 
effect that the price of 12-ounce loaves 
had been raised from five to six cents 
and that the bread was less substan- 
tial. Bakers invited to the district at- 
torney’s office today to explain the 
sudden jump said that it was because 
of the increased cost of flour. 

A general increase of from 15 to 20 
per cent in the price of foodstuffs by 
January 1 was predicted tonight by 
Joseph Hartigan, commissioner of 
weights and measures and secretary of 
suayor Mitchel’s food committee. Prices 
are from 60 to 70 per cent higher, he 
said, than at the beginning of the Eu- 
ropean war. As a remedial measure, 
Commissioner Hartigan favors a fed- 
eral embargo on the exportation of 
foodstuffs to Europe.

Beats Men’s Par.

STOCK MARKET SAGS: 


~ON PEACE RUMORS 


Prices Are Depressed When 
: Reports of Possible Peace 

Reach the New York Ex- 
change—Values Drop Sev- 
eral Points. 


New York, October 6.—Rumors of a 
renewal of peace negetiations, which 


seemed to receive credence in. high fi- 
nancial quarters, were effective in de- 
pressing prices in the stock market's 
later dealings today, after much previ- 
ous uncertainty and hesitation. Val- 
ues declined 2, 3 and even 5 points 
from top levels of the forenoon, the 
selling being the most precipitate of 
any recent session, ‘with some nom- 
inal rallies at the close. Prior to the 
final period, the list had shown nu- 
merous cross currents, former leaders 
losing some ground, with greater ac- 
tivity in minor rails and a few indus- 
trials, such es the sugar group, Central 
Leather and American Hide and Leath- 
er preferred, fertilizers and chemicals, 
zinc shares and rubber stock. 

The most interesting developments, 
apart from the sharp reversal of the 
fag end of the session, was the extraor- 
dinary diversity of the dealings. More 
than 260 different stocks were traded 
in during the first half hour, this num- 
ber Deing considerably augmented lat- 
er and®establishing a record for many 
years, 

Extreme gains in secondary rails and 
some of the specialties referred to rang- 
ed from 2 to 4 points, with Denver and 
Rio Grand preferred, Western Mary- 
land preferred, Chicago and Alton, Chi- 
cago Great Westerns, Wabash and 
Kansas City Southern preferred the 
most conspicuous features. 

New maximums were supplied by 
Central Leather at 83% and American 
Beet at par, but other stocks of that 
class and some of the utilities attained 
highest quotations of the past year, 
only to be sacrificed in the last sixty 
minutes.

Sellin 
here, however, did not attain unusua 
proportions until the final hour of the 
session, when gossip as to a new at- 
tempt at negotiations for peace added 
to the pressure qn the market and 
resulted in the summary closing out of 
numerous holdings. 
| Incredulity as to the truth of the 
peace rumors prevented wheat from 
breaking much beyend ordinary limits 
except in the case of the July option, 
in which trading as yet is relatively 
light.
